Ruling on Dry 
Act Provisions

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Liquor 
lawfully required by a person for 
his personal use may be stored in a 
place other than his home under a 
ruling today by the supreme court 
of the United States. 

The court’s decision was on = an 
appeal brought by William G. Strot 
of New York City, from lower court 
decrees refusing an injunction pro 
hibiting federal prohibition officers 
from seizing liquor which he had 
stored in a-room leased from a safe 
deposit company. The court de- 
clared Congress did not intend to 
prohibit such storage when _ the 
liquor was lawfully acquired for a 
lawful purpose. Justice Clark held 
that the transportation of lawfully 
acquired liquor from a warehouse to 
the home of the owner did not con- 
stitute “transportation” within the 
meaning of the enforcement “act.
